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The headquarters of the Czechoslovakian Third Army Corps is located in the 
former branch military hospital in Pisek, after moving in July 1951 from the 
Otavska Barracks in the same city.* The lower military court and military 
prison remain in the Otavska Barracks. 

The former Corps Commanding Officer f Major General Patera, was retired late 
in Jane 1951.** Brigadier General Bernas disappeared from Pisek late in June 
amid rumors that he was under arrest.*** 

A Soviet colonel who had lived since September 1950 in a villa formerly owned 
by President of the Czechoslovak Protectorate, Emil Hacha, left Pisek Tate 
in May 1951. He was reported to be transferred to Karlovy Vary.

There is some indication that he may be in command of the Third 
Corps in Pilsen.
